JAP FORCES 
STRIKE SNAG 


Chinese Defenders Halt Infantry, But Many 


Suffer Shell Shock in Long: Battle 


SHANGHAI, Sept, 24.—(UP)—A Japanese mass of- 


fensive was stopped cold on the Shanghai front today by 
Chinese regulars. 


For hours, Japanese artillery pounded the Chinese 


lines. 
They smashed block houses and other defenses 


above ground. 
Troops stayed in trenches and dugouts. 


Most of the casualties, Chinese army spokesman said, were 
from shell shock. But it 
said that the lines held and 
that one officer, Maj. Chang 
Wei-Win, said in a report he 
sent back: 


"They won't blast us out 


with all the dynamite in Jap- 
an." 


After a 14-hour 
steady 


barrage, the Japanese raised 
their line of fire. Tanks went over 
the top from the Japanese trench- 
es and the infantry followed. Chin- 
ese artillery then went into ac- 
tion, Chinese reports said, 
and 


with the aid of trench mortars and 
machine guns stopped the attack. 
Chinese 
then 
counter-attacked 


and late this afternoon 
fighting 


still proceeded. 


Heroism Acknowledged 


Chinese spoke highly of 
the 


bravery of the Japanese infantry- 
men and said they continually ex- 
posed themselves to fire. 
The 


result, however, waj heavy losses. 


At Nanking; theVapitaPs popu- 


lation awaited another air raid. 


Chinese planes chased off a Jap- 


anese fleet that went to bomb 
Canton, In the south, following up 
the terrible raids of yeateiday in 
which the death estimate ran as 
high aa 3,000. 


Japanese planes yesterday bom- 


barded 
Nanchang, 
capital 
of 


Kiangsl province, dispatches said, 
and villages on the Kiangsi-Fukien 
province border. 


In the north Japanese claimed 


the capture of Paoting, important 
base on the Peiping-Hankow rail- 
road, and other reports agreed 
they had entered the town if not 
captured it.

— (UP)—Warden Clarence Larkin 
of Folsom prison died in a hos- 
pital at 1:05 a. m. of knife wounds 
inflicted Sunday by rioting con- 
victs.

Three others, two of the seven 


rioters and one prison guard, died 
during the outbreak. 


He was stabbed 12 times with 


the crudely fashioned daggers of 
the convicts, which included one 
nine-inch, sharpened nail. 


The warden's death was attri- 


buted to lung infection and perlr 
tonitls. He was unconscious and in 
an oxygen tent when he died. His 
wife, Mrs. Lllliam Larkin, was at 
the bedside. 


Larkin was promoted to the 


command of California's toughest 
prison in 1936. 
He came up in 


the ranks, from a guard, then cap- 
tain of the yard, to warden. 


He was a husky figure, six feet 


four inches tall, and an expert on 
penology. He was 46. 


He gave his life to prevent the 


seven convicts' escaping. 


The warden was in the office of 


Yard Captain William J. Ryan, 
conducting the prison's regular 
interviews with convicts, when the 
seven desperadoes rushed in. Capt. 
Ryan and two guards were also in 
the room. They were overpowered. 
Warden Larkin tried to beat off 
the attackers with his cane, his

insensibility is the result of. con- 
stant repetition of the same sense 
perceptions. 
Folk who live near

DIET AND HEALTH 


Better Revise Technique of Brushing Teeth 


By LOGAN CLENDENES'G, M. D. 


EIGHTY MILLION people or 


more in our enlightened land do 
not brush their teeth—or didn't the 


l a s t t i m e I 
counted t h e m , 
which was the 
l a s t t i m e I 
wrote an article 
on this subject 
a year or two 
ago. Maybe aa a 
result of that 
article they are 
fewer than they 
were. 


According to 


m y d e n t i s t , 
h o w e v e r , not 
one in ten of 


Dr. Clendenlng 
the people who 
do brush their 


teeth, do it the right way. 


Here are the principles of sci- 


entific tooth brushing. 


First, the object. The main ob- 


ject of brushing the teeth is not to 
prevent dental decay, but to pre- 
vent pyorrhea. To invigorate in- 
fected and receding gums. Dental 
decay is only partly due to food 
particles remaining on the teeth: 
there is a nutritional element that 
can be influenced by diet, so the 
toothbrush is only part of the pic- 
ture. 
Besides, when dental decay 


begins It can be easily recognized 
and treated by the dentist. 


Most teeth are lost through 


pyorrhea. When this is not too far 
advanced the tooth can be saved. 
Hence the importance of preven- 
tion. 


Second, 
when 
should 
proper 


brushing be taught? 
As early as 


possible—at the sixth year, when 
the first permanent teeth come in. 
Children in their abundant health 
and confidence have no conception 
of 
the 
necessity of 
preserving 


teeth. Only when they go do we 
realize how important they are. 
Children must be guided and in- 
structed In these particulars. 


Third, technique. The toothbrush 


should be small and the surface of 
the bristles should be level. Espe- 
cially the tin or toe bristles should 


be aa tall or a little taller than the 
rest. 
The toe—or front—bristles 


are the ones that do the work. 


Object Lesson ia Brushing: 


If you want to have an object 


lesson in what a toothbrush is 
supposed to do, have your dentist 
put a stain on your teeth that will 
cling to the dirty parts, after you 
have rinsed your month with wa- 
ter. 
You will find that the places 


you need to brush are at the gum 
margins and along the touching 
surfaces of the teeth. 


Hence a small brush that you 


can get into the Inaccessible parts. 
Hence a brush with the tip bristles 
as long as the rest, so that by plac- 
ing these on the teeth at the point 
on contact and making a wiggling, 
rotary movement—not too wide a 
circle—the bristles get in between 
the teeth and into the gum mar- 
gins and clean and harden them. 


By cleansing in these crevices 


you prevent tartar formation at 
the base, or gum line of the tooth, 
and it is this tartar which is the 
cause of pyorrhea. 


The other important point In 


technique is to follow a plan so 
that all the teeth are brushed. 


My dentist compares the teeth 


to a fence, which you are going to 
paint. 
And if you are going to 


paint It with invisible paint, you 
have to use a plan which xvill get 
all the posts. So start at one end, 
come all the way along in front, 
stopping at each tooth, then go 
around and come down the back. 
Do this on the uppers and the low- 
ers. 


Handle the toothbrush so that 


the bristles enter the crevices at a 
right angle—go straight in. You 
couldn't expect them to clean a 
space between teeth if they went 
in sideways. 


Don't spike the gums. In other 


words, don't push the bristles on 
the gum surface. 
Approach the 


gums by laying the bristles on the 
tooth surface and working up to 
the gum margin. 


If you are not doing this—revise 


vour toothbrush techniaue.

NAVY TO PROTECT 
ALL U. S. CITIZENS 
IN CHINESE PORTS 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 24—(UP)1 


—The U. S navy today pledged 
protection to American national* 
in China no matter what the dan- 
ger to naval personnel. 


The pledge stands good for th« 


duration of the Sino-Japanese con- 
flict, the navy announced. 


Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, com- 


mander of the U. S. Asiatic fleet< 
advised all vessels under his com- 
mand that nationals must be pro- 
tected even if they disregard warn- 
ings and opportunities to leav« 
danger zones. 


The navy announced that Amer- 


ican armed forces cannot be with- 
drawn from Chinese areas without 
bringing "great discredit" on the 
navy. He announced determination 
to keep the war craft 
at their 


posts regardless of the fact that 
such action may expose American. 
vessels and American seamen to 
great danger. 


The naval vessels will be sta- 


tioned in Chinese ports where 
American citizens are concentrat- 
ed, and will remain there until It 
Is no longer possible or necessary 
to protect them, or until they have 
been evacuated.
